Hello-- 

It's possible that the Merlin's internal source has exceedingly sharp 
rising and falling edges, 

which get capacitively coupled to the aluminum shield and then reradiated 
via the grounding 

wire attached to the shield. The sharp edges produce robust current pulses 
in the grounding wire. 


When AC7SB inserts himself between the shield and the ground lug, he's 
adding a resistance R 

to the series LC circuit formed by the shield and its grounding wire. The 
resultant series RLC circuit 

now has enough loss to slow down the edges, reduce the magnitudes of the 
current pulses, and 

thus reduce the EMI radiated via the ground wire. 


It would be interesting if AC7SB tried adding a resistor (probably anything 
above 1 K would 

work) to the circuit instead of himself, or possibly slipping several lossy 
ferrite beads along 

the ground wire. Perhaps he could report whether the EMI was reduced or 
eliminated, or not?

I came across some strange connectors recently at a surplus store. 
They are both female and will attach to each other, but of course are 
not proper mates and not sexless. The first is part of an adapter 
with a GR-874 on the end. Diameter below the threads is 0.15in, and 
around the outside of the threads is 0.185in. The dielectric and 
center pin are nearly flush with the end, and at first glance this 
looks like a REALLY small SMA. Doing comparisons with my Pasternack 
catalog it is near the size of an SMC ox MCX connector, but looks 
like an SMA. 

The second connector will thread on to the first, is 0.235 on the 
outside of the hex nut, dielectric surrounding the center pin is 
@.08in with an air gap around it and the I.D. is 0.15in. 

Sadly, I have misplaced my digital camera and can't snap a photo and 
the moment. 

I can't seem to find anything that matches this in the catalogs. Any 
ideas on what these connectors are? 


On a slightly different note, has anyone ever thought of using 
GR-874's in their shack for HF use? Seems like it would be handy to 
have a sexless connector. I guess you could use the locking version 
if you wanted, but these normal ones seem to be pretty secure. 
They're about the same size as an SO0-239, so unless you're BNC crazy 
you won't lose any room on the back of a rig.
